“This perfectly dreadful,” their exasperated 
comment seeing illustrations certain current 
work the Architectural Journals. some- 
thing done about it? all these fine fel- 
lows gone crazy?” 

This remark represents the conservative attitude 
many enlightened gentlefolk toward the Modern- 
istic Movement. They are apt class all building 
which not traditional, conservative and closely 
following precedent, “Modern,” whereas there 
are many types the so-called archi- 
tecture, some fresh and inspiriting like breath 
mountain air from the Canadian Rockies, heavy 
with the scent fir balsam, while others are redo- 
lent, alas! the fumes bootleg gin, stale tobacco, 
and devious haunts. 

When, one bright morning, letter came from 
the Editor THE suggesting article 
the Modernistic Movement, became all hot 
and bothered. For moment the ozone seemed 
gone from the crisp autumn air. cloud stole 
athwart the face the sun, and chill wind from 
the gray north whispered low and menacingly with 
muted breath around the corner the penthouse 
the roof just above our head. 


“Johnny!” cried appealingly (Johnny’s our 
associate and friend long standing; we’ve weath- 
ered many storm together, man and boy, through 
thick and thin, nigh forty year, and value his 
counsel highly), know about the Mod- 
ernistic Movement and the so-called Modern Archi- 
tecture?” 

“Not damn thing!” said Johnny. 

“Then how can write about it?” replied 
triumphantly, thinking that would let out. 

“Write about said 
“Write about it!” You don’t have know your 
subject order write about it. fact think 
it’s often handicap. Look Kipling; wrote 
book about fishermen the Grand Banks with- 
out ever having been there. Everybody thought 
was great—and was great—except the few 
fishermen who read it. They knew. How many 
people ever read Dick” during Melville’s 
lifetime? few hundred maybe, compared the 
hundred thousands who read “Captains Coura- 
geous.” 

Johnny paused roll cigarette. Outside the faint 
hum the city, punctuated now and again with 
the staccato explosions the Brobdingnagian ware- 
house van slowly backed its way through the 
traffic into Bromfield Court with its daily cargo, 
drifted between the parting bead and the pulley 
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style. (See footnote.) Like many artists who 
think deeply about the problems art and life, 
Johnny likes pause and collect his ideas while 
twisting bits tobacco into little brown papers. 

“Where were we?” said Johnny vaguely.

The dampened surface the 
tracing cloth takes just enough the hairy tex- 
ture the celotex give fine “tooth” for the 
pastel, and produces finished drawing that the 
despair those draughtsmen who are unacquainted 
with the process. omitted mention that the 
outline the subject rendered may traced 
the tracing cloth before put soak, care 
being taken not disturb the lines which will, 
spite all you can do, smudge slightly the over- 
night bath pan. This does harm, however, 
fact lends “atmosphere” the sketch. While 
the sheet still wet may pulled either make 
the subject taller and thinner broader and stouter, 
seen convex mirror; may even pulled 
diagonally. Johnny has produced some fine Matisse 
and Picasso effects this way, and finds very 
designing buildings irregularly shaped 
ots.

Johnny never uses porte crayon, 
breaks the pastel sticks into pieces about inch 
long and lays “washes” using the crayon 
When achieves sharp edge puts the lines 
and detail with deft touches.

has infinite possibilities, amorphous, epicene, 
protean, aberrant, wanton, egregious, not say 
bizarre, exotic and Cyclopean.”

The Architectural Forum. Some the categories, 
especially those Abstract Relations and Pre- 
cursory Conditions, are soothing the soul.” 

“How about leaving off the cornice? Does that 
constitute Modern 

“Yes and no,” said Johnny, blowing fat smoke 
ring which bore striking resemblance the 
abacus the Treasure House Atreus, son 
Pelops and Hippodamia. 

must learn blow modernistic smoke rings, 
completely out-moded. They say that’s how 
Urban gets some his swell ideas,” Johnny mut- 
tered. omission cornices now,” went 
on, “is not exactly new idea. The Egyptians 
didn’t seem find them essential. Look the 
Pyramids, nothing show where the building ends 
and the sky begins. Even the restorations Perrot 


‘and Chipiez show little the way cornices. The 


Chaldees and the Druids and fact all early peo- 
ples depended wall decoration rather than mould- 
ings for architectural effect. Look George 
Howe’s lovely Tyler house Elkins Park, Phila- 
delphia. nothing new the omission 
the cornice. The Dorians left off the bases 
their columns. The omission the capital which 
the cornice pillar, less frequent, and 
this feature that the ‘moderns,’ who show nothing 
from the necking up, have gone step beyond their 
predecessors, maybe it’s step backward, who 
can tell? After all, are but little children 
who, tiring the toys the old folks have handed 
down us—toys that have been resurrected from 
garret, encrusted with the dust bygone years— 
have cast aside, and the first flush our 
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pulsating youth, attempted build new ones 
accord with our dawning complexes. The first 
attempts naturally enough are crude, but being our 
very own, are inordinately proud their origi- 
nality (sic). This expected and follows 
the law evolution. should tolerant the 
tender cotyledons and protect them from the stirqui- 
linous larvae that threaten the existence the New 
Movement, but the same time should not 
neglect the fine burgeoning and flowering that still 
shed romance and beauty the enchanted gardens 
the past. 

shall never forget the first view Giotto’s 
glorious Campanile. The photographs, with which 
one has been familiar since kindergarten days, show 
cold, hard, black-and-white striped square tower 
whose outline seems anything but graceful, whereas 
reality, the soft haze frosty Florentine morn- 
ing, with the mists the Arno mingling with the 
heavenly blue the sky, the infinite gradation 
pink and green, violet and rose marbles, opalescent 
whites and warm pearly grays, combined with the 
exquisite tracery and imbricated mosaics, the whole 
relieved pushcart two piled high with bril- 
liant tangerines and few picturesque urchins 
the base, form picture, the memory which even 
the most marvelous creations the ‘Moderns’ can- 
not dispel.”

“Modern Architecture may evaluated the 
application the same standards which the Old 
was judged. cultivated taste are 
essential for the full appreciation the harmonies 
Karnac, the Acropolis and Rheims. may 
that the New simply astonishes its seeming crude- 
ness without evoking aesthetic emotion, whereas 
thoughtful analysis and the application the laws 
taxis and symmetry will dissolve preconceived 
intolerances and inherent prejudices. Both the 
Critic and the Artist must discard the notion that 
only so-called existing values are absolute. “The 
dead hand the past lies heavy all.’ The 
possibilties Art are infinite and the exercise 
scholarly degree pragmatism may sow- 
ing the seeds richer and more complex culture 
the future. seems far cry from Corregio 
Covarrubias; let’s lunch!”

The Board Directors the Institute, 1920, 
instructed the Structural Service Department 
prepare Standard Filing System for manufac- 
turers’ catalogs and advertising matter. survey 
was made the systems then general use 
architects’ offices. Based the findings this 
survey Standard Filing System was prepared, was 
approved the Board Directors 1921, and 
copies sent all Institute members. 

For several years following the publication the 
Standard Filing System comparatively few archi- 
tects adopted the system, and comparatively few 
manufacturers printed the file numbers their 
catalogs and advertising matter. There was 
compelling argument that could made for install- 
ing the system because practically manufacturers 
were printing the new file numbers their 
catalogs. There was compelling argument that 
could made with the manufacturers for printing 
the file numbers their advertising because prac- 
tically architects were filing according the 
system. 

Progress was slow, but the architectural maga- 
zines, and many the trade journals, actively co- 
operated with the Structural Service Department 
promoting the use the system. gave 
publicity and advocated the printing the file num- 
ber all advertising matter intended pre- 
served. Gradually, more and more manufacturers 
premarked their advertising matter for filing, and 
more and more architects adopted the Standard 
Filing System. 

the system came into more general use the 
Structural Service Department received many valu- 
able suggestions for its improvement, and many 


these suggestions were incorporated new editions. 


1928 the Electrical Industry became interested 
the growing success the Standard 
Filing System, and appointed committee pre- 
pare similar filing system for the Electrical In- 
dustry. The Structural Service Department estab- 
lished contact with that committee, and after ex- 
tended consideration was agreed that there were 
many serious objections having two filing sys- 
tems, which would overlap many items. joint 
committee, representing the Electrical Industry and 
the Structural Service Department revised and ex- 
tended the major division electrical work the 
Institute document, provide for the needs 
both the architectural profession and the electrical 
industry. The new section incorporated the 


Standard Filing System has been adopted the 


Association Electragists, International, and en- 


dorsed the National Electrical Manufacturers’ 
Association. 

From recent survey made disinterested 
agency appears that today least two-thirds 
the architects’ offices the United States have 
adopted the Standard Filing System. are 
reliable figures the use the system 
others than architects. However, several thousand 
copies the Standard Filing System have been dis- 
tributed members the electrical industry, 
addition those sent engineers, contractors, and 
builders. The document has been sent architects 
and others Great Britain, Canada, Australia, and 
New Zealand. 

difficult estimate the number manu- 
facturers who premark their advertising material 
for filing. From the material received the Struc- 
tural Service Department would appear the 
exception that worth-while catalogs, and other ad- 
vertising matter, real reference value are not 
marked with the standard file number. There is, 
however, class advertising that purely pro- 
motional character and issued serve tem- 
porary purpose. not intended desirable that 
this class advertising bear the file number. 

Although the printing the file number cata- 
logs and other documents made filing simple and 
easy, difficulty was sometimes experienced finding 
the material after had been filed. meet this 
situation and further increase the usefulness 
the Filing System, the Board Directors, 1929, 
instructed the Structural Service Department pre- 
pare Alphabetical Index the file. This was 
done, and the Index now general circulation. 

The preparation alphabetical index having 
been completed, and the general adoption the 
Standard Filing System having been ac- 
complished, the Structural Service Department has 
turned over the Secretary’s Office the Institute 
the general distribution and handling three docu- 
ments relating the filing system. The Structural 
Service Department will, however, continue act 
making needed revisions the Filing System 
documents, and answering inquiries relating 
file numbers.

Santa Barbara Chapter. The Chapter has dis- 
cussed the question participating paid local 
publicity through the medium local newspapers.

Registration Laws: 

Kansas Chapter. Registration receiving the 
attention the Kansas Chapter. representative 
has been appointed consult with other interests 
the state connection with the proposed develop- 
ment registration license law. 

The various Chapters 
New York are keenly interested proposed amend- 
ments the New York registration law for engi- 
neers which, enacted, may permit any registered 
engineer design all types buildings.

The Com- 
mittee, resolution, expressed its opinion the 
effect that any state definite requirements have 
been established which must met before 
dividual can registered, and admitted the 
practice architecture, authorization practice 
architecture should accorded anyone who can- 
not meet those requirements.
